About seventy-five per cent of these 
laborers, mostly the younger ones, 
sign contracts In the Philippines with 
the intention of making Hawaii a 
stepping stone to the United States." 
The total number of Filipinos in 
Hawaii at the time the report was 
prepared, was 12,995 of whom 7,429 
were field laborers.

KETCHIKAN, Alaska, June 17.— 
Indian totem poles of Alaska are as 
beautiful and as interesting as the 
Paratiienon of old Greece, according 
to Dr. P. T. Waterman, who is In 
Alaska studying the totem poles for 
the Smithsonian Institute. 
Along the Alaska coasts the totem 
poles 
are 
disappearing 
and 
Dr. 
W aterman was sent north by the in­ 
stitute, at the request of the United 
States government, to make a study 
of them and record their history be­ 
fore they are all gone. In the native 
village of Kassan, near Ketchikan, he 
found a large group of poles. 
Dr. Waterman says he has found 
that totems were not only for me­ 
morial shafts but also were used by 
early Indians as receptacles for the 
bodies of their dead. 
The first totem poles were beauti­ 
fully carved by professional carvers 
who used flat colors, made from lo­ 
cal m inrs. Dark red. deep blue and 
black were used in coloring and not 
the gaudy yellow, bright red and blue 
which were found on later poles. 
Each totem had its own name and 
the naming of the pole was the occa­ 
sion among the Indians for a potlach 
and the giving of presents. "Moving 
up Higher" was the name of one pole 
belonging to the Raven tribe and 
"Bear Kneading" was the name of 
another, getting its name from the

MINTEIMN RUSSIA 


FETROGRAD, June 17.—New sil- 
j ver money which in time the Soviet 
government hopes tc put in circula­ 
tion to replace, partly at least, the 
paper ruble of today is being coined 
in the Petrograd mint, the only ex­ 
isting plant of its kind in Russia. 
The mint began operating several 
months ago; up to the present time 
it has manufactured 6,000,000 rubles 
in silve*' of denominations of 10, 15, 
20, 50 copecks, and 1 ruble pieces. 
The coins ontaln 90 percent silver 
and ten percent copper, and in gen­ 
era! appearance are much the same 
as those in use 
before 
the 
war. 
Close inspection, 
however, 
shows 
that the Soviet coat of arms 
has 
replaced the 
old Imperial 
eagle. 
Another striking feature is the Bol­ 
shevik motto "Proletariat 
of 
the 
world, unite/ on the reverse side. 
The new coins are sent to Moscow 
where they are helu as part of the 
government reserve 
When a suf­ 
ficient quantity has been assembled 
the government contemplates using 
them as a form 
of guarantee 
for ‘ 
paper money to be issued in the fu­ 
ture. 
Ultimately It is hoped to put them j 
generally in circulation, and thus 
obviate the present necessity of cal­ 
culating in ’billions and miliiens for 
the needs of every day life.

FIGHT IN RUSSIA 
AGAINST DISEASE 
NEW YORK, June 17.—The drive 
against disease in Russia, being un­ 
dertaken by the Medical Division of 
the American Relief Administration, 
during which it hopes to inoculate 
10,000,000 Russians against typhoid, 
paratyphoid (a and b), cholera, and 
smallpox, entails a great deal 
of 
hardship on the workers because of 
the difficulty of securing in Russia 
the services of high class medical 
men, says a report received today at 
American 
Relief 
Administration 
headquarters in this city. 
The prime limiting factor, says the 
report, is the agreement between the 
American Relief Administration and 
the Soviet Government. 
The 
re­ 
quirements of both parties to 
the 
agreement are rigorous, and when a 
doctor has been accepted and sent to 
Russia, he may consider himself ex­ 
tremely lucky—first because of the 
exceptional opportunities for exper­ 
iences to be gained nowhere else; 
and second, because his selection is 
a compliment to his skill and char­ 
acter. 
The agreement between the A. R 
A. and the Soviet Government, 
the 
report states, agrees that the A. R. 
A. shall not send into Russia any 
men that have been there within the 
past few years, or who might have 
other resasons for political or racial 
leanings or prejudices. 
Neither can 
the A. R. A. send to Russia any doc­ 
tor not born in the United States. 
The 
reports 
concludes 
with 
the 
statement that as a result the men 
sent over have been of an excellent 
class; so high a class indeed, that 
they are but few—and many more 
are needed.

MEXICO AGREES 


ON PAYMENT OF 


INDEBTEONESS 


Takes Forward Step To­ 
ward Recognition From 
The United States. 


NEW YORK. June 17—Agreement 
that the outstanding debts of the re­ 
public of Mexico will be paid, that 
payments on current interests on her 
bonds will start January 2, 1922 and 
that the back interest will be cared 
for by amortization over a period of 
years which will discharge the obli­ 
gation by January I. 1928 was reach­ 
ed late last afternoon at the conclu­ 


sion of a long series of conferences 
between international bankers and 
Minister of Finance Rodolph de 
la 
Huerta of Mexico. 
Signatures were appended to the 
document just at 6 o’clock last night 
De la Huerta signed for the Mexican 
government. 
Thomas 
W. Lamont, 
chairman of the international commit 
tee signed for that 
committee and 
the signatures were attested by I. H. 
Patchin, secretary of the committee. 
The ceremony took 
place in 
the 
council chambers of the Mexican fi­ 
nance commission at 120 Broadway. 
There was a great deal of jubila­ 
tion on both sides over the success 
of the series of conferences, w’hich 
started in New* York on June 2, and 
w'hich have been in progress daily 
since that time. 
The agreement, wdiich is subject to 
the approval of President Obregon, 
coven, securities with a face value 
exceeding 
$500,000,000 
in gold, on 
which the interest in arrears approxi­ 
mates $200,000,000. 
The cash payments on current fn- 
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terest will be paid out of a special 
fund into which will be paid the oil 
export taxes and a surcharge on rail* 
wTay gross receipts.

The 
elevator 
company 
sued for $44,586.77 and a jury gave 
it $40,000. 
Judge Graves, who filed the opin­ 
ion based entirely upon the assump­ 
tion that sparks from a passing en­ 
gine of the railroad company set 
the building on fire, while there is 


nothing conclusive in the evidence 
showing that the company was re­ 
sponsible for the loss. 
Because of 
the lack of this kind of testimony 
the judgment is reversed and the 
case remanded for a 
new 
trial. 
Other members of the court con­ 
curred in the ruling.
